W aeraeR this nation, weighed down withdebts 
and taxes, and waging unequal war, without allies*, 
againſt France, Spain and America, totters on the 
brink of ruin; and whether her perilous ſituation ought 
to be aſcribed to the preſent adminiſtration; are points 
which ſome few perſons pretend to diſpute.

Wo 
The firſt of them is a more equal repreſenta- 
tion, the neceſſity of which every perſon muſt aliow 
who has ſeen the abſurdity of the preſent, ſo ſtrongly 
pointed out in the report of the Weſtminſter Sub-Com- 
mittee. The ſecond is to ſhorten parliaments from 
ſeven to at leaſt three years; and the third, to guard as 
much as poſſible againſt corruption, patronage, and un- 
due and ſecret influence in the electors and elected. To 
give ſome ſmall check to this laſt ſeems to be a ſufficient 
reaſon why all polls ſhould be publiſhed. For as the 
mode of election by polling was in the origin of our li- 
berties preferred to that by ballot, in order that every 
one might judge of the principles and form conjectures 
of the motives of each elector; ſo whatever ſerves to 
render theſe enquiries more eaſy, extenſive and determĩ- 
nate, is agreeable to the ſpirit of the conſtitution. In

the 
voter is called upon publicly to ſay for whom he polls 


liar manner of voting. In other places the 


before many witneſſes, ſome of whom are purpoſely

Biſhops, Peers, and minors, that 
are members of the ſenate, have no votes on this occa- 
fon, and the term commorans in villd, is applied to a per- 
fon who ceaſcs to be a member of any college, and 
without quitting the univerſity lives in the town.
